Homemade mixtures of either one part 
of crude carbolic acid or pine tar with 
nine parts of cottonseed oil give very 
good resuls if applied lightly, 



"FLY COMPLAINT" 



"Summer complaint" is what they 
used to call the intestinal infections 
that carry off so many thousands of 
babies each summer; but now doctors 
often call it "fly complaint," for they, 
are frequently caused by common 
house files, which carry the disease 
germs to baby's mouth. Screen your 
house early. Keep out all the flies 
you can, swat every fly that sneaks in, 
and destroy all refuse heaps that might 
be breeding places for flies. One doc- 
tor's bill saved will pay for screening 
a house, and may save a life, too.

To put one's finger in the dish 
ur.d itiste it seems quite natural — but 
deadly. Many other deaths at, ft ted 
to infant diseases, like summer c.-m- 
plaint, have later definitely beon 
traced to tasting fly poison. 

Better then this kind o£ fiy bait, if 
there are children around, is some one 
of the sticky papers, Their disadvan- 
tage, that they aro in the wfiy and ar- 
ticl >a are apt to become lustened to 
them, b done avs'ay with if wire racks 
manufactured specially for the pur- 
pose are used with them. The sheet 
can be put into this rack and the rack 
hung on ithe wall or oilier place out 
of reach or danger from blowing about. 

Another form of -sticky poison is the 
so-called "siicky tape." which comes 
in a roll to be suspended from the 
ceiling or wall. As the roll unwinds 
and waves in the air the flies are at- 
tracted to it and stick to it. Yet there 
is never any danger of such a tape 
soiling articles. 

There is also a new, peculiar wire- 
covered poison pad to be hung up on 
the wall. Flics are attracted to the 
pad and when they taste its contents 
they at once die. The pad can be hang 
anywhere and lasts a season. If a 
liquid poison is preferred, nevertheless, 
the simplest is a weak solution of for- 
maldehyde in water in the proportion 
of two teaspoonfuls to a pint. ' It amy 
be placed in saucers, preferably out of 
reach, although it i> practically non- 
poisonous except to insects, and is* ia 
addition, a good disinfectant. Ten 
cents' wnFth of this liquid will last a 
family all summer. 

Pyrethrum powder may be burned jn 
badly infected rooms. To prepare, it. 
pia*-j a piece of paper ip the bottom of 
the bowl and sprinkle* enough of thP 
poWder on to cover the paper, fiver 
this sparingly sprinkle some saltpeter. 
Place the bowl on a tray and light 
one ond of the paper left exposed, 
when the fumes will arise.
